Exercises Today. 


BOSTON, July 15—Tonight the four 
teenth international convention of the 
Y. P. S. C. E , one of the most success 
ful meetings in the history of the 
society, will close and most of the dele 
gates will devote the rest of the week 
to sightseeing in Boston and vicinity 
The day opened with an overcast sky, 
but it soon cleared considerably and 
permitted the warmine rays of the sun 
to temper a rather chilly east wind. 


Yesterday visiting clergymen and 
lay^delegates preached and spoke in 
110 churches—in Boston, Auburndale, 
Cambridge, Chelsea, Everett, 
South 
Medford, Natick, Newtonville. Revere, 
Roalindale, 
Somerville, 
Wollaston, 
Winkhrop and Melrose. Of coure, the 
sermons were of a special character and 
the congregations were made up of the 
sixty odd thousand Christian Endeavor 
delegates, besides the citizens of »the 
places named, who went to hear the 
visitors. In some of the churches the 
regular congregations absented them- 
selves in order that the delegates might 
have plenty of room. 


Perhaps the most important sermon 
of the day was that of Canon J. S. 
Richardsoo, of London, Ont.,in Trinity 
church. He alluded at length to the 
pope's recent letter to the English peo- 
ple, written with the object of uniting 
the English church with the holy sea, 
and while he found some things in the 
letter which he could not agree with, 
he expressed the gratification which he 
felt at the proof which the letter af. 
forded that there was a widespread and 
genuine desire to unite all Christians 
in the fold of Christ. 


He said in parst: "The battlecry 
of liberalism 
is,< 'Religion without 
dogma and a church without a pale.' 
It is a I opular shout. Creed is one of 
best hated things in the language. 
Sectarianism is the phariseeism of the 
modern church. We rejoice today that 
there is no provision for it in this 
theocratic movement. 
The 
divine 
order of the new life is Christ, fellow- 
ship, co-operation."

At Tent Williston and Mechanic's 
hUl encouraging reports concerning 
the religious life in colleges were made 
and in both tents and the hall the roll 
of honor upon which was inscribed the 
names of the unions whose member- 
ship have been able to give liberally to 
the cause was simultaneously enrolled. 
The exercises were accompanied by 
suitable addresses. 


Rev. W. C. Biting. D. D, of New 
York, conducted the exercise in Me- 
chanics hall; Rev. A. C. Peck of Den- 
ver, in Williston, and Rev. Ira Lan- 
drith, of Nashville, in Endeavor. 


The presentation of a banner to the 
local union for the best work in pro- 
moting systematic and proportionate 
giving was made at Mechanics building 
and Tent Williston. 


Rev. J. H. Stuckenburg, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., delivered, in Mechanics 
building, and address on "The Chris- 
tian Personality" that deserved per- 
sonal mention, and the same should be 
said of the addresses by Rev. A. P. 
Cobb, D. D., of Springfield, III., and 
Rev. Wm. G. Puddlefoot, of South 
Farmingham, Mass. The praise and 
song services at the big meetings were 
as they have been since the opening of 
the convention full of snap energy and 
earnestness.

VAN, Aremnia, July 15.—In the city 
of Van there are 500 young men sworn 
to give themselves as a sacrifice to 
Turkish buicnery m the hope that the 
attention of England may be more 
strongly called to the desperate situa- 
tion of their people. The Armenians 
cannot accept any scheme of reform 
which does not have for its fundamen- 
tal principles the absolute control of 
the European powers. 
Unless Europe 
controls the reforms there will be a 
massacre of 20,000 Christians in the 
city of Van within three months. 
The 
Armenians themselves will bring this 
about rather than be cast adrift by 
their fellow Christians of the west. 
There is no language quite adequate to 
a description of the real condition of 
Armenia at present. 
Men are be?ten, 
robbed and murdered, and women are 
ravished by Kurds and Turkish soldiers. 
Woe and want and despair and death 
stalk abroad in the beautiful land that 
was once a part of the Garden of Eden. 
The inhabitants of Van are living on 
the brink of a massacre from day to 
day. 


The Sasun massacre, it would ap- 
pear, was one of the most carefully 
planned outrages in history. 
The evi 
dence of this is circumstantial only, but 
it is alleged to be none the less con- 
clusive. During the months of June, 
July and August, preceding the Sasun 
massacre, the Kurdish chiefs in the 
country surrounding the Sasun region, 
and particularly the districts in the 
southward and southwestward, were 
apparently unusually busy in gathering 
up the scattered warriors of their tribes 
for an invasion of the Sasun region. 


In July and August enormous quan- 
tities of petroleum were shipped from 
Erzroum to Moush. 
This petroleum 
came originally from Russia to Erz- 
roum, and so great was the quantity 
brought over the mountain roads that 
it was a subject of remark to very 
many persons. For a time it looked 
as if nothing went over the roads 
between Erzroum and 
Moush 
but 
petroleum 
Now, it is a fact that 
Moush does not use a great quantity 
of petroleum herself, nor 
do 
her 
merchants sell much of it to the sur- 
rounding country. 
In the villages 
candles of sheep fat oil are used for 
lights. 
What Moush wanted with 
those countless cans of petroleum was 
a mystery. But the mystery was a 
mystern no longer after the Sasun 
massacre, for that petroleum was used 
to burn the houses of the Sasun villages 
and to cremate the bodies of 
the 
wretched villagers who fell victims to 
the awful butchery. 
In burning the 
houses, the petroleum was 
thrown 
upon the woodwork in generous quan- 
tities and set on fire, with the result 
that everything that could burn went 
up in smoke. 
In cremating the dead, 
the bodies were, in many cases, placed 
between layers of wood and built up 
into a sort of funeral pile. The entire 
mass was then saturated with petroleum 
and set on fire. It is charged that liv- 
ing men were cremated in the same 
way. But this was a merciful way of 
putting the unfortunate creatures to 
death in comparison with the tortures 
inflicted on many others. 


The massing of troops near the Sasun 
region, and particularly at Moush, was 
carried on for some time before the be- 
ginning of the massacre in order that 
everything might be in readiness ac- 
cording to the program said to have 
been carefully made out at Constanti- 
nople. Several weeks after the Sasun 
massacre, it is claimed, orders were 
sent from the palace at Constantinople 
for a massacre of the inhabitants of 
Modikan, a district lying to the south 
and southeast of Sassoun, but when it 
was seen that an investigation of the 
massacre at Sasun was inevitable, the 
order, it is said, was repealed, and 
Modikan was not molested, except in 
the course of prosecution in general in 
parts of Armenia. 


By the transfer from Van to Constan- 
tinople of the advance guard of the 
Armenian 
revolutionary 
movement, 
captured in the village ot Tchiboukla, 
on May 19, the Turkish government has 
iaken a decisive step toward quieting 
public excitement in the eastern part 
of the empire. The governor of Van, 
Pahri Pasha, has, during !)he week, 
added several interesting facts to the 
alleged concession of Harry Williams, 
the leader of the captured band. Ac- 
cording to the governor Williams con- 
fessed that the revolutionary party, 
which sent him to begin the revolution, 
has 3,000 rifles in Trieste, Austria, 
which will be shipped to Armenia for 
the use of the patriots at the earliest 
opportunity, " 


An interesting incident of Williams' 
confession, as made public by Bahri, is 
the fact that he is not a British subject 
at all, but is a native of the Caucasus 
region of Russia, and, strangely enough 
of the very district in which Bahri 
himself was born. 


Leaving out of consideration entirely 
the second revolutionary band across 
the Persian border, it is an undenip.ble 
fact that the Armenian 
Bituation was 
nevea at a more critical point.

Samuel Kuntz, agent for the Toledo. 
Brewing company, and residing with 
his wife and two children at No. 550 
South Calhoun street, was drowned in 
Blue lake, about 5 o'clock last evening. 


Kuntz was one ot a party of six Fort 
Wayne men who yesterday morning 
went over to Blue lake to fish, riding in 
a delivery wagon own^d by the de- 
ceased. In the party was John Min- 
nich, the barber; Eobert Cran, foreman 
at the Bass foundry; Xavier Ham- 
merle, a saloonkeeper on West Main 
street; Joseph Schnee, a South Calhoun 
street saloonkeeper, and Erb Kay, who 
worked for Kuntz. . 


The party arrived at tbe lake early 
in the morning and fished in boats until 
noon. They had a case of beer with 
them but drank only nine bottles. 
At 
noon when the lunch was eaten Kuntz 
complained of feeling ill to Mr. Schnee, 
and declined an invitation to drink^ 
saying that beer did not agree with him 
that day. 


In the afternoon all the party went 
out in boats to fish excepting Kay, who 
stayed on the shore to look after the 
hcrses. 
Schnee and Hammerle an- 
chored their skiff in the east end of the 
lake and Minnich and Cran, in one 
boat, .and Kuntz, alone, in another, 
went about three quarters of a mile 
west, where they anchored about fifty 
feet from shore aud began fishing. The 
boat occupied by Minnich and Cran 
was located about fifteen feet from 
that in which Kuntz was seated. 


About 5 o'clock Kuntz was obaeryed 
to be landing a large sized fish. It was 
quite gamey and he stood up in the 
boat in order to better handle (his rod. 
After handling the fish for about ten 
minutes the occupants of the other 
boat noticed that the fish had un- 
hooked itself. At the same moment 
Kuntz, who was still standing, was 
seen to topple over and fali sideways 
from the boat, headfirst into the water. 
He never came up. At this point the 
water was about twelve feet deep and 
the grass and weeds came to within a 
few feet of the surface. 
Minnich and 
Cran at once rowed up to the spot 
where the man went down, but saw no 
traces of him. They then rowed to the 
boat house, where hooks were pro- 
cured, and, after an hour's search, the 
body was recovered in exactly the same 
spot in which the man had gone down. 


The body was bent and rigid and the 
arms drawn downward. It ia the gen- 
eral supposition that Kuntz was either 
sun struck or taken with a fainting 
spell, which caused him to faU into the 
water. 
Some weeks ago he had a 
severe hemorrhage of the lungs and 
yesterday when he went to the lake 
was not at all well. Members of the 
party think he wag deid when he 
struck the water, as he made no effort 
to save himself, but sank like a stone. 


Kuntz was an excellent swimmer 
and has been known to swim a mile. 
He was twenty-nine years old and 
leaves, besides a wife and two small 
children, a widowed mother, a brother, 
Philip, of Chicago, and two sisters. 


The body was taken to the boat 
house at Tom McG.uire's and the cor- 
oner of Whitley county notified. 


The remains have not yet arrived 
from Churubusco.

Our Common Scbools. 


A prominent feature in a parade 
^iven at Boston last Friday, as men 
tioned in the telegraph columns of 


T B E 
SENTINIL, was the Little Bed 
Bchoolhouse. The free, the common, 
the public school, which is one of the 
distinguishing features of tbe United 
States as a country, is altogether too 
great an institution to belong to any- 
thing less than the country, and the 
people of this great nation will always 
foster, protect and advance it because 
it has been the means of educating the 
masses and placing America in the 
front as a nation in which general edu- 
cation is the distinguishing feature of 
our people. 


The common school is one of several 
good ideas which took root very early 
in the history of our country. It was 
brought here from sevcaral countries 
which furnished settlers to Ihe new 
world. It began on our soil with the 
beginnings of civil society, and like 
most good, sensible, practical ideas, it 
has "grown up with the country." The 
first clear outlines of the common 
school as we know it were seen in New 
England, but the great Middle states 
adopted it and as the "star of empire" 
took its way westward to the Pacific 
the common school "went along." The 
great western states each as they en- 
tered the union were presented by the 
general government with a magnificent 
landed endowment for the common 
schools, a rule that prevails to this day 
in regard to admitted states. 


The common school has been a great 
BuccefS. 
For a hundred years and 
more it has known nothing but tri- 
umph. It' fits" our country, its gov- 
ernment, its institutions, its laws as 
the viewless air fits the round earth. 
It is, like the government and the peo- 
ple, republican; it is an exposition of 
the doctrine of human equality; the 
children of rich and poor stand alike; 
the bell rings in the morning and 
school "takes up," and until the even- 
ing when the children go home they 
have lived in a little miniature Uaited 
States of America. 


Under the circumstances it will be 
seen that the common school does not 
bfelong to any church, or sect, or politi- 
cal party, nor society, nor "lodge." 
It 
belongs to the whole people of the 
United States, who maintain it and 
who will keep it going forever and 
ever. Practically there is nobody in 
this country against 
the common 
school. 
The native itmerican looks to 
the common school as the place where 
he will get his education as his father 
and mother before him did theirs, and 
as his children will after him. 


The common school has the seat of 
its eupremacy, not in laws and enact- 
ments and customs only, but in mil- 
lions of human hearts. The school 
house at the cross-roads, on the hiil or 


by the stream, always humble and un- 
obtrusive, considering the part it plays, 
the work it does in the world, is looked 
i)ack to by millions of men and wbmen 
with feelings for which any words form 
inadequate expression. 
Beneath that 
lowly roof was found that priceless gift, 
an education, when there was no other 
door open. 
There were found the be- 
ginnings of wisdom ; the epring of am- 
bition; perchance the dawn of love, the 
very first inspirations of life. In tbe 
minds of a countless number as they 
look back to it the humble walls of the 
school house rise and spread and 
stretch away into those of a mighty 
temple. 
That is what the common 
school is to Americans, native and 
adopted, and they will see that it re- 
mains just where it is, the pride and 
hope of the country, everybody's school, 
the school for the masses, the rich and 
poor alike. 


Elections in Tliirteen States. 


Though this is supposed to be an "oil 
year," politically, there will be elec- 
tions in thirteen states, namely: Con- 
necticut, Maryland, Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, 
Kentucky, Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Mississippi and Massachusetts. The 
Connecticut election for town officers 
and to pass upon the question of re- 
districting the state senate will be held 
October 7, and regular state elections 
will be held four weeks later—Novem- 
ber 5—in the twelve 
other 
states 
named. 


In Maryland a governor and an attor- 
ney general will be elected to serve 
four years, a comptroller to serve two 
years, all the members of the lower 
house of the general assembly, and 
fourteen senators. A state's attorney 
and sheriff will be elected in each coun- 
ty. A United States senator to succeed 
Senator Gibson will be chosen in Mary- 
land next winter. 


In Virginia all the members of the 
house of delegates and twenty (or one- 
half) of the state senate will be elected. 
The senators chosen this year will par- 
ticipate in the election of a successor to 
Senator Daniel. 


Pennsylvania 
will choose a state 
treasurer tor a term of three years and 
seven judges of the supreme court for 
ten years. 


New Jersey will elect a governor for 
a terra of three years, seven state sena- 
tors for the same term, and an entire 
assembly of sixty members. 


New York's state ticket will contain 
a secretary of state, comptroller, treas- 
urer, attorney general and a state engi- 
neer for terms of three years each, a 
judge of the court of appeals for a term 
of fourteen years, twelve judges of the 
supreme court for terms of fourteen 
years and fifty senators to serve three 
years and 150 assemblymen to serve 
one year each. The senators chosen in 
November will participate in electing a 
successor to Senator Hill. 


In Ohio there will be elected a gov- 
ernor, lieutenant governor, treasurer 
and attorney general to serve two years, 
an auditor to serve four years, a judge 
of the supreme court to serve five years 
and a legislature that will elect a suc- 
cessor to Senator Brice. 


A full state ticket to serve for four 
years will be voted for in Kentucky, as 
well as a legislature that will elect a 
successor to Senator Blackburn. 


The K.'inBaa people will vote for a 
chief j ustice of the supreme court to 
serve one year. 


The voters of lowii will select n full 
state ticket to servr two years and a 
legislature that will elect Senator Alli- 
son's successor. 


.A justice of the supreme court to 
ser^e six years and two regents of the 
state university will be chosen in Ne- 
braska. 


A full state ticket to serve fouryearo, 
all the officers in the various counties 
and a legislature that will elect the suc- 
cessor to Senator George will be chosen 
in MieBisBippi. 


A full state ticket to serve one year 
will be voted for.in Massachusetts. 


A BIG BLAZE.

The saw mill plant situated about 
200 yards nortwest of the city pujnping 
station and along the Lake Shore 
tracks was totally destroyed by fire last 
Saturday evening. The mill was the 
property of Messrs. John Draker and 
H. M. McCracken and consisted of a 
substantial frame structure, a boiler 
and 
engine 
and other 
machinery 
usually found in a well equipped circu- 
lar saw mill. The whole was estimated 
at $4,000, and with the exception of 
the boiler, is a total wreck. There was 
no insurance on building or machinery. 
Gus Franke and George Iba, of the 
pumping station, were the first to see 
the fire and they 
turned in the 
alarm. Owing to the dry weather and 
the inflammable condition of the mill 
building, the fire spread so rapidly that 
the entire structure was completely 
enveloped in flames when the depart- 
ment reached the scene, and their 
eflforta to save the building were fruit- 
less. 
The firemen worked bravely, 
however, and confined the fire to very 
narrow limits and the valuable lumber 
piles to the north and east of the burn- 
ing building were not harmed in the 
least. Mr. Draker is the owner of an- 
other mill west of the city, and he will 
transfer the logs which are now in the 
yards at the burned mill and saw them 
into lumber. The mill will probably 
be rebuilt,

MOVE AGAINST MR. QUAY, 
n i s Opponents Blake a Proposition 
Tiiat He Shall Retire. 


PFLILADKLPHIA, July 15—An import- 
ant move in the fight against Senator 
Quay in Pennsylvania developed today. 
Ex-Lieutenant Governor Waters came 
out with a proposition to have Quay re- 
tire from the contest for chairman of 
the state committee, provided the pres- 
ent chairman, B. F. Gilkeson, will do 
so. Then a third man, probably Waters 
himself, would be chosen. Should this 
plan work it would be a great defeat 
for Quay, as he is the aggressor in this 
contest. The anti (^uay forces are not 
so particular whether Gilkeson or some 
neutral man is chairman, but they 
won't have Quay. The senator must 
know that he is badly beaten and 
could not be elected at the convention 
on August 28, else his close friends 
would not come out now for a compro- 
mise. If Quay is defeated for chair- 
man it will break forever his leadership 
in this state, which he has held for 
nearly twenty years. It will also mean 
the sure retirement, a year hence, of 
United States Senator Cameron, who is 
a free silver populist. 


STABBED BY A TRAMP. 
Yai^abond in Pennsylvania Attenipt« 
to Kill His Benefactor. 


PITTSBURG, Pa , July 15.—Charles C. 
Keetley, a railroad man, is at the hos- 
pital with four knif«i wounds in his 
breast and back. 
Keetley received 
them from a man whose life he eared. 
Early yesterday morning Keetley found 
a stranger asleep on the bumpers of a 
freight train at Thompson station on 
the Pittsburg, Virginia and Charleston 
railroad. The train had stopped for an 
obstruction. 
The slightest jar would 
have thrown the stranger under the 
wheels. 
With difficulty Keetley pulled 
the man off into the ditch beside the 
track. A few minutes later the stran- 
ger, who resented Keetley's merciful 
act, stole behind his benefactor and 
three times plunged a knife into his 
back and once in his breast.

OUR SHIPBUILDING. 


An Increase Over 1894 of Eleven 
Thonsand 
Tons In Steam and Sailine Vessels. 
The bureau of navigation has received 
pirelimiuary returns showing that 682 
steam and sailing ves-sels of 132,719 
gross tons were built and documented 
in the United States during the last fis- 
cal year, compared with 776 steam and 
sailing vessels of 121,547 tons during 
1894, an increase of 11,000 tons. 


Final and revised returns will some- 
what increase the figures by the addi- 
tion of barges, etc. 
Steam vessels num- 
bered 283, of 75,728 gross tons; sailing 
vessels, 399, of 56,990 tons, a decrease 
of 8,000 tons steam, an increase of 
19,000 tons sail compared with 1894. 


Construction on the Atlantic 'and gulf 
coasts comprised 443 vessels of 79,530 
tons, compared with 562 vessels of 
68,478 tons for 1894. Construction on 
the gi-eat lakes comprised 93 vessels of 
38,016 tons compared with 89 vessels of 
40,372 tons. 
Among notable additions 
of the year to the merchant fleet are the 
steamers St. Louis, Northland and New- 
port News. 


Steel construction comprised 86 ves- 
sels of 47,696 tons compared with 35 
vessels of 50,736 tons in 1894. 


The number of American vessels thus 
far ofiicially reported as lost during the 
year comprised 85 steam vessels and 276 
sailing vessels, barges, etc. 


Among the notable American marine 
disasters of the year are the recent foun- 
dering of the steamship Colima; the 
loss of the steamship Keweenaw, re- 
ported missing with 31 lives on the Pa- 
cific 
the stranding of the steamships 
Cienfuegos and Czama, and the loss of 
the steamship Chicora on Lake Michi- 
gan.

He Has Founded a School of Biophilism 
John Burronchfl and Eugene Field In- 
terested—The Objccta and WorU of the 
Society. 


Biophilism is the name given to a 
new study or cult, which has fur its 
chief object the study of animal psy- 
chology. The founder of the new cult id 
the Kev. Cliarlo.s Joriiuh Adaiijs, reetor 
of the Church of the Holy Spirit at 
Rondout, and he ha.s asociated with him 
an executive committee, consisting of 
Eugene Field, the poet; John Bur- 
roughs, the naturalist and essayi^^t; Eu- 
gene Glass, editor of The Dog Fimcier, 
and Henry Abbey of Kingston, the wri- 
ter. 


According to Mr. Adams' definition, 
his word biophilism comes from the 
Greek word bios, life, and philein, to 
love, and it means the love of life—life 
ill all of its forms—from the highest to 
the lowest. The biophilist is the one 
who gives every creature full credit for 
what there is in it—who would save the 
meanest creature paiu and make it hap- 
py—who would mete out to all crea- 
tures immortality if he could—who, con- 
sequently, hopes for the immortality of 
the sentient universe. 


The objects of the bureau of biophi- 
lism ai-e set forth thus in its circular: 


First.—To collect evidences that the lower 
animals may possess at Idast a showing of the 
same faculties that man possesses. 


Second.—To circulate as widely as possible 
such evidences. 


Third.—To awaken in tbe minds of as many 
people as can be reached the questions: 


May not the lower animals bo immortal? 
May not the entire sentient universe be im- 
mortal? 


What argument goes to prove man's immor- 
tality which does not go to prove the immor- 
tality of other sentient beings? 


Fourth.—In the hope that the higher animal 
through such considerations n a y become some- 
what more kindly in his treatment of the 
lower animal. 


The bureau will attempt the attainment of 
these objects: 


First.—Through observation and research. 
Second.—Through the correspondence of its 
members and patrons. 


Third.—Through publications. 
Fourth.—Through lectures and symposiums. 
In the matter of belief in the mental 
and moral attributes in the lower ani- 
mals the other members of the executive 
committee do not go as far as Mr. 
Adams. They are, however, in sympa- 
thy with him in his idea of studying ani- 
mals and his belief that, as understand- 
ing of household beasts becomes more 
general, cruelty, whether intentional or 
thoughtless, toward them will decrease. 
It is on this broad basis that the bureau 
will proceed with its work. Primarily 
the effort will be to collect from-various 
sources evidence of reasoning power in 
animals, and from time to time this 
evidence will be published and cdrculat- 
ed. Mr. Adams has published one book 
on the subject -which has had a large 
circulation. It is called "Where Is My 
Dog?" and discusses brcadly the ques- 
tion of the immortality of other ani- 
mals than man. It was this book;that 
attracted Eugene Field's attention,(and 
he wrote to Mr. Adams as follows: 


To the Rev. C. J. Adams: 


SIB—I have read with tender interest your 
book entitled, "Where Is My Dog?" and I want 
to ask you whether you ever found the fox 
terrier you lost just before you wrote that 
book? I have a fox terrier, Jessie, and I'have 
spent a great deal of money in "rewards" for 
her, for she has been "lost" a good many 
times. She has a soul. I am sending you here- 
with a little tale I recently printed in The 
News-Record. It may please you. I hope so. 
I really feel under deep obligations to you for 
your true, forciful words in behalf of man 
best friend—the dog. Sincerely yours, 


EtrGKNis FroiiD. 


Later, when the bureau of biophilism 
was formed, Mr. Field gladly consent 
ed to act on the executive committee, 
Although Mr. Adams is a firm believer 
in the theory that animals have souls 
he does not hold that belief to be a part 
of biophilism. 


"What we want to do," he said to 
reporter who called on him, "is toes 
tablish a general cult having for its ob 
ject interest in animals. I am in hearty 
sympathy with the work of the Society 
For the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani 
mals. They do a great and beneficent 
work. There are many men whom yon 
must reach by the policeman's club, 
This is the work of that society. It is 
our intent to supplement that work by 
reaching by the advancemeni of know! 
edge many people who are susceptible 
to that kind of influence. The great 
mass of people are unkind toward ani 
mals because they have no realization 
that they are dealing with sentient be 
ings. 


"I myself believe that the lower ani 
mals possess to some degree every facnl 
ty that man possesses, and that the 
germs of these faculties are coexistent 
with the life germ. The higher we get 
the greater is the development until 
we finally come to man, the highest ani 
mal. To bring the highest animal into 
sympathy with the lower animals is the 
work before us.'' 


Since Mr. Adams first owned a dog— 
and he has since owned many—he has 
been interested in animal psychology 
and has made a particular study of dogs 
He has been very unfortunate in his 
dogs, having lost a number through 
stealing and poisoning. The dog attracts 
Mr. Adams not because he believes 
that dogs are the most intelligent ani 
mals, but because they are the most 
faithful and affectionate. 


'A monkey is probably as intelligent 
as any other animal, if not more so, 
said Mr. Adams, "but the trouble with 
a monkey as a pet is that he is too mon 
keyish. His instinct is for mischief and 
sometimes for malevolence. Cats are 
very intelligent, too, but they care only 
for localities, not for persons, and they 
jure faithful only to their own love of 
ease. Now, a dog will stick to yon 
through thick and thin, the truest, 
stanchest, most changeless friend a man 
can have. That's why I love dogs."— 
New York Sun.

AUTOMATIC COUPLBES. 


An exchange states that besides the 
extra cost of the automatic couplers 
and of keeping them in repair, there is 
material difference in the power re- 
quired to pull a train of the old style 
link and pin coupler and those of a 
later invention.

ler gives about a six-inch slack to a car. 
Jn moving a long train this gives an 
engine quite a start, and has helped 
more than one engine up a steep grade 
with a heavy train. 
Automatic coup- 
lers give a train the little slack which 
is in the box. and with some rigging, 
there is no slack even there. 
This 
makes it possible for an engine to move 
train only on a dead pull. 
On roads 
where automatic couplers are used ex- 
tensively the number of 
automatic 
couplers in a train is taken into consid* 
eration in deciding how many cars to 
put in it.

Our Common Schools. 


A prominent feature in a parade 


Riven at Boston last Friday, as men^ 
tioned in the telegraph columns ol 
THE SENTINEL, was the Little Bed 
schoolhouse. The free, the common 
the public school, which ia one of the 
distinguishing features of the United 
States ss a country, is altogether too 
great an institution to belong to any- 
thing less than the country, and the 
people of this great nation will always 
foster, protect and advance it because 
t has been the means of educating the 
masses and placing America in the 
front as a nation in which general edu 
cation is the distinguishing feature of 
our people. 


The common school is one of several 


jood ideas which took root very early 
n the history of our country. It was 
brought here from sevejal countries 
which furnished settlers to the new 
world. U began on our soil with the 
beginnings of civil society, and like 
most good, sensible, practical ideas, it 
las "grown up with the country." The 
irst clear outlines of the common 
chool as we know it were seen in New 
England, but the great Middle states 
idopted it and as the "star of empire" 
,ook its way westward to the Pacific 
.he common school "went along." The 
;reat western states each as they en- 
ered the union were presented by the 
general government with a magnificent 
anded endowment for the common 
chools, a rule that prevails to this day 
n regard to admitted states. 


The common school has been a great 
ucce!8. 
For a hundred years and 


more it has known nothing but tri- 
umph. It' fits" our country, its gov- 
ernment, its institutions, its laws as 
he viewless air fits the round earth, 
t is, like the government and the peo- 
de, republican; it is an exposition of 
he doctrine of human {quality, the 
hildren of rich and poor stand alike; 
he bell rings in the morning and 
chool "takes up," and until the even- 
ng when the children go home they 
liave lived in a little miniature United 
Jtates of America. 


Under the circumstances it will be 


een that the common echool does not 
jeloDg to any church, or sect, or politi- 
ial party, nor society, nor "lodge " 
It 


lelongs to the whole people of the 
Jolted States, who maintain it and 
ho will keep it going forever and 
ver. Practically there is nobody in 
his country against 
the 
common 


chool. 
The native American looks to 


he common echool BS* the place where 
le will get his education as his father 
and mother before him did theirs, and 
as his children will after him. 


The common school has the seat of 


U supremacy, not in laws and enact 
ments and customs only, but in mil- 
ions of human heaite. The school 
house at the cross-roads, on the hill or 


by the stream, always humble and un- 
obtrusive, considering the part it plays, 
the work it does in the world, islooked 
back to by millions of men and w'omen 
with leelings for which any words form 
inadequate expression. Beneath that 
lowly roof was found that priceless gilt, 
an education, when there was no other 
door open. There were found the be- 
ginnings of wisdom, the spring of am- 
bition, perchance the dawn of love, the 
very first inspirations of life. In 
the 


minds of a countless number as they 
look back to it the humble walls of the 
school house rise and 
spread and 


stretch away into those of a mighty 
temple. That is what the common 
school is to Americans, native and 
adopted, and they will see that it re- 
mains just where it is, the pride and 
hope of the country, everybody's school, 
ihe school for the masses, the rich and 
poor alike.

piolimiuary returns showing that 682 
steam and "ailing vessels of 132,719 
gross tons were built and documented 
in the United States during the last fis- 
cal year, compared with 770 steam and 
bailing vessels of 121,547 tons during 
1894, 
an increase of 11,000 tons. 


Final and revised returns will some- 


what increase the figures by tho addi- 
tion of barges, etc. Steam vessels num- 
bered 283, of 75,728 gioss tons; sailing 
vessels, 399, of 50,990 tons, a decrease 
Of 8,000 tons steam, an increase of 
19,000 tons sail compared with 1S94. 


Construction on the Atlantic "and gnlf 


coasts comprised 442 vessels of 79,620 
tons, compared with 502 vessels of 
08,478 tons for 1894. Construction on 
the great lakes comprised 93 vessels of 
88,010 tons compared with 89 vessels of 
40,372 tons. Among notable additions 
of the year to the merchant fleet are the 
steamers St. Louis, Northland and New- 
port News. 


Steel construction comprised 80 ves- 


sels of 47,690 tons compared with 35 
vessels of 50,736 tons in 1894. 


The number of American vessels thus 


far officially reported as lost during the 
year comprised 85 steam vessels and 276 
sailing vessels, barges, etc 


Among the notable American marine 


disasters of the year are the recent foun- 
dering of the steamship Coliiaa; the 
loss of the steamship Keweenaw, re- 
ported missing with 31 lives on tho Pa- 
cific ; the stranding of tho steamships 
Cienfnegos and Czatna, and the loss of 
the steamship Chicora on Lake Michi- 
gan. 


He lias Founded u School of Blophlllsm. 


John Burroughs nud Eugene Field In- 
terentod— The Objects ami Work at the 
Society. 


Biophihsm is the name given to a 


new study or cult, which has for its 
chief object the itudy of aiiiuutl psy- 
chology. The founder of the new cult is 
the Kev. Uharles Josinli Adams, rector 
of the Church of the Holy Spirit at 
Rondout, and he has. asociated with him 
an executive committee, consisting of 
Eugene Field, the poet; John Bur- 
roughs, the naturalist and essayist ; Eu- 
gene Glass, editor of The Dog Fancier, 
and Henry Abbey of Kmgitou, the wri- 
ter. 


According to Mr. Adams' definition, 


his word biophihsin comes fiom the 
Greek word bios, life, and philein, to 
lovo, and it means the love of life— life 
in all of its forms — from the highest to 
the lowest. 
The biophilist is the one 


who gives every creature full credit for 
what there is m it — who would save the 
meanest creature pain and make it hap- 
py — who would inete out to all crea- 
tures immortality if he could — who, con- 
sequently, hopes for the immortality of 
the sentient universe. 


The objects of the bureau of biophi- 


lism are set forth thus in its circular : 


Pirst.—To collect evidence1* that the lower 


animals m*»y possess at laabt a show ing of the 
same faculties that man possesses. 


Second — To circulate as widely as possible 


such evidences, 


Third.— To awoken in the minds of as many 


people os can be reached the questions. 


May not the lower animals bo immortal? 
May not the entire sentient universe be im- 


mortal? 


What argument goes to prove man's immor- 


tality which does not go to prove the immor- 
tality of other sentient beings? 


Fourth —In the hope that the higher animal 


through &uch considerations caay become some- 
what more kindly in his treatment of the 
lower animal. 


The bureau will attempt the attainment of 
these objects1 


First —Through observation and research. 
Second.— Through tho correspondence of its 


members and patrons. 


Third.— Through publications. 
Fourth.—Throngh lectures and symposiums. 
In the matter of belief in the mental 


and moral attributes in the lower aiii- 
mals tho other members of tho executive 
committee do not go as far as Mr. 
Adams. They are, however, in sympa- 
thy with him in his idea of studying ani- 
mals and his belief that, as understand- 
ing of household beasts becomes more 
general, cruelty, whether intentional or 
thoughtless, toward them will decrease. 
It is on this broad basis that the bnrean 
will pioceed with its woik. Primarily 
the effort will be to collect from various 
sources evidence of reasoning power in 
animals, and from time to time this 
evidence will be published and circulat- 
ed. Mr. Adams has published one book 
on tho subject "which has had a large 
circulation. It is called "Whese Is My 
Dog?" and discusses brcadly tho ques- 
tion of the immortality o£ other ani- 
mals than man. It was this book.that 
attracted Engeno Field's attention,! and 
he wrote to Mr. Adams as follows: 
To the Eev C. J. Adams 


SIR— I have read with tender interest your 


book entitled, "Where Is My Dog?" and I want 
to ask you whether you ever found the fox 
terrier you lost just before you wrote that 
book? I have a fox terrier, Jpsbie, and I have 
spout a great deal of money in "rewards" for 
her, for she haa been "lost" a good many 
times. She hafi a soul, I am sending you here- 
with a Httlo tale I recently printed in The 
News-Record, It may ploaso you I hope so 
I really feel under deep obligations to you for 
yonr true, forciful words in behalf of man's 
best f nend— the dog. Sincerely yours,

Later, when the bureau of biophilism 


was formed, Mr. Field gladly consent- 
ed to act on the executive committee. 
Although Mr. Adams is a firm believer 
in the theory that animals have souls, 
he does not hold that belief to be a part 
of biophilism, 


"What we want to do," he said to a 


reporter who called on him, "is to es- 
tablish a general cult having for its ob- 
ject interest m animals. I am in hearty 
sympathy with the work of the Society 
For the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals. They do a great and beneficent 
Work, There are many men whom yon 
must reach by the policeman's club, 
This is the work of that society. It is 
onr intent to supplement that work by 
reaching by the advancement of knowl- 
edge many people who are susceptible 
to that kind of influence. The great 
mass of people are unkind toward ani- 
mals because they have no realization 
that they are dealing with sentient be- 
ings. 


"I myself believe that the lower ani- 


mals possess to some degree every facul- 
ty that man possesses, and that the 
•germs of these faculties are coexistent 
with the life germ. The higher we got 
the greater is the development until 
we finally come to man, tho highest ani- 
mal. To bring the highest animal into 
sympathy with the lower animals is the 
work before us " 


Since Mr. Adams first owned a dog — 


and he has since owned many — he has 
been interested in animal psychology 
and has made a particular study of dogs. 
He haa been very unfortunate in his 
dogs, having lost a number through 
stealing and poisoning. The dog attracts 
Mr. Adams not because he believes 
that dogs are the most intelligent ani-, 
mala, but because they are the most 
faithful and affectionate. 


"A monkey is probably as intelligent 


as any other animal, if not more so," 
said Mr. Adams, "but the trouble with 
a monkey as a pet is that he is too mon- 
keyish. His instinct is for mischief and 
sometimes for malevolence. Cats are 
very intelligent, too, but they care only 
for localities, not for persons, and they 
are faithful only to their own love of 
ease. Now, a dog will stick to you 
through thick and thin, the truest, 
stanchest, most changeless friend a man 
can have. That's why I love dogs. "— 
New York Sun.
